489 PCGS 1897 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Untoned and just a 
couple trivial facial marks from 64 or even 65 status.

491 Compugrade 1898 MS 66. Sharply defined with superior luster 
characteristics and showing only the slightest contact. Very scarce in 
such lofty condition. Actually graded MS 66.1. 

492 PCGS 1898-0 MS 66. Smooth satiny surfaces. 

493 NGC 1898-S MS 63. Well struck for the date and exhibiting a splash 
of rose-gold toning here and there.

Satiny with a touch of golden color along the 
reverse edge.

Not only are the surfaces free from any 
distracting blemishes, but the luster is bright and sparkling as well. 
But the main visual appeal of this coin is its incredible color. It is 
toned like a silver dollar with pronounced red and blue peripheral 
coloration. Quite an item, and a nice match for the two MS 67 
commem dollars in this section. 

565 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purehase/Jefferson MS 67. The surfaces of 
this coin are as close to perfection as any we have ever seen, there 
just do no seem to be any marks on either side. The strike is strong, 
there is evidence of heavy metal flow toward the rims, and there are 
a couple of small copper stains on each side from improper mixture 
of the gold/copper alloy. An outstanding Jefferson. Population: 6 in 
67, none are finer. 

566 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62. Deep orange-gold 
color with mildly reflective fields. 

567 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62. A few field 
marks. 

568 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 65. An enchanting 
gem example of this scarce commemorative gold coin. The surfaces 
are clean and problem-free, and show an even, light golden-orange 
color with no streaks, spots, or variations in color anywhere. 

569 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round MS 62. The scarcer 
of the two varieties of fifties struck this year, this coin shows a few 
shallow marks on the obverse when it is tilted just so, but the piece 
still retains most of the charm of the design with no major 
impairments to the surfaces overall. 

570 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 63. Semi-prooflike. 
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571 PCGS 1922 Grant MS 67. This and the Jefferson in 67 make quite a 
pair. Obviously well taken care of since the day of issue, this lovely 
coin not only has virtually perfect surfaces but it also shows an 
exquisite coppery-orange tinted color. One of the finest Grant No 
Stars in existence. Population: 11 in 67, none are finer. 

572 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 64. A lovely high-end coin that 
shows a pronounced reddish tinge on each side. 


GOLD DOLLARS 

573 PCGS 1852 MS 65. Sharply defined with excellent luster 
characteristics, the coin having taken on a rich reddish tint over both 
sides, there are no noticeable abrasions on this lovely gem type coin. 

574 PCGS 1853 MS 62. Sharply struck. 

575 NGC 1853 MS 62. A clean coin for the grade. 

576 NGC 1853-D AU 58. A scarcer D-mint dollar with an original 
mintage of only 6,583 pieces. At the AU 58 level this is an important 
condition rarity with mint state examples being quite elusive. This 
piece is typical for the issue with very weak details in the centers, but 
otherwise a very pleasing, problem-free example with almost all the 
mint luster intact. Trends $2,500 in AU 50, $8,000 in MS 60 

577 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 58. This Type Two is very close to 
technical mint state with almost all the original mint luster still intact. 
The surfaces are devoid of any noticeable or detracting abrasions. 

The strike is slightly soft in the centers, as usual, and also, as usual, 
there are heavy die clash marks on each side. Trends $775 in AU 50, 
$3,250 in MS 60. 

578 PCGS 1855 Type Two XF 45. Good color with noticeable portions 
of luster remaining, there are a couple of die cracks on the reverse 
and a group of shallow pinscratches in the center of that side. 

579 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 58. Only slightly soft in the centers and 
showing much reddish color on each side, there are significant 
portions of mint luster still remaining on this piece. There are no die 
clash marks apparent on either side, and the only mentionable 
blemish is a vertical scratch within the wreath on the reverse. 

580 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 61. A bit lackluster to grade any higher, 
but a clean coin for the grade with light die clashing in the fields. 
Scarce and worthwhile in mint condition. 

581 PCGS 1855-D AU 53. With an original mintage of only 1,811 
pieces, it would be difficult to overstate the rarity of the 1855-D gold 
dollar. It is as well one of the premier condition rarities in the series 
with only a handful known in finer condition. This is a very pleasing 
coin whose surfaces are bright overall with an attractive overlay of 
rich reddish color. This issue is known for weak central details, but 
on this coin all the digits in the date are complete as well as the LL in 
DOLLAR. Trends $8,500 in AU 50. 

582 NGC 1855-0 MS 61. A popular issue not only because it is a Type 
One but also it is the only New Orleans issue of the type as well as 
the final year of issue struck at this mint. This is a fairly typical piece 
for the grade with localized softness on the 8 in the date and the LL 
in DOLLAR. Otherwise, a lustrous specimen that shows a few field 
marks on each side and light color. Trends $5,850. 

583 PCGS 1857 MS 63. Well struck with excellent mint luster and 
showing an overlay of even reddish-golden color across both sides. 
One of the more common dates among early Type Threes, but still a 
difficult coin in higher grades. 


584 NGC 1857-D XF 40. A scarce D-mint gold dollar with an original 
mintage of only 3,533 pieces. The coin shows the typical softness of 
strike on the highpoints of the design, and there are several scratches 
in the fields on each side. Trends $1,750. 

585 PCGS 1872 MS 65. A scarce and popular issue that has a low 
mintage of only 3,500 pieces. High grade pieces are scarce and this 
is the only MS 65 certified by PCGS, although there are 11 pieces in 
higher grades. This is a lovely piece that has bright semi-prooflike 
fields and considerable orange-gold color. 

586 PCGS 1874 MS 62. 

587 ANACS 1886 MS 60. Prooflike. Light in color with several contact 
marks in the fields. 

588 NGC 1889 MS 60. Prooflike. 

589 PCGS 1889 MS 65. Well struck and lustrous with problem-free 
surfaces. The most common Type Three gold dollar and a logical 
choice for a type coin. 

PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 

590 NGC 1880 PR 62. Brilliant, razor sharp surfaces. A very rare date in 
proof, one just 36 pieces issued. Since most business strikes display 
full prooflike brilliance, the number of proof 1880 gold dollars 
available has been exaggerated for many years. In reality, their 
numbers may be less than two dozen coins. Population: 1 in 62, 7 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

591 PCGS 1838 MS 65. Although the 1838 is generally recognized as a 
better date in the Classic series, few people have seen enough 
uncirculated specimens to pass judgement on its rarity above AU. 
Most surviving Uncs. cluster around the MS 60 level and the 1838 is 
extremely rare in gem condition. This piece shows a strong strike and 
exceptional luster characteristics with rich reddish color. The only 
marks of note are a pair of small ones by the eagle's right wing, 
which we mention for pedigree purposes, not because of their 
distracting nature. Population: 3 in 65, only 1 finer. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

592 PCGS 1842 XF 40. An impressively rare date in the Coronet series 
with a mintage of only 2,823 pieces. In the early years of this 
century it was believed that only 2 coins of this date were known. 
Since then several other pieces have surfaced, but it still remains a 
significant coin in terms of absolute rarity. It is even more 
significant, perhaps, as a condition rarity with very few pieces known 
above the XF level. This is a nice coin for the grade with much deep 
reddish-golden color and only one mentionable abrasion, that being 
an arcing mark above the head of Liberty. Trends $3,050. 

593 PCGS 1843-D VF 20. Original surfaces with good color in the fields. 
There are three deep digs at the top of the reverse. A common D- 
mint quarter eagle. Trends $600. 

594 PCGS 1844-C XF 45. One of the more important Charlotte quarter 
eagles from the 1840s, the '44-C is a very scarce coin in all grades 
and a low R.7 in Choice XF condition. As always, this coin displays 
a softness of detail on the eagle's plumage, but is reasonably well 
struck on the obverse. Many survivors are heavily marked, but this 
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piece is refreshingly free from any large or distracting blemishes. 
Trends $1,700 in XF 40, $7,000 in AU 50. 

595 PCGS 1846 XF 45. B-6181, the so-called "overdate." Clean and 
problem-free. The 1846 is a bit scarcer than is usually recognized. 
Trends $765 in XF 40, $1,975 in AU 50. 

596 PCGS 1848-D AU 50. One of the more commonly encountered D- 
mint quarter eagles, and an issue that is fairly easy to acquire even in 
AU condition. It is also typically well struck, making the '48-C an 
excellent candidate for a type collector. This is a well struck piece 
with small portions of luster still remaining around the outer devices. 
There are no large or objectionable marks, just a few small rim ticks 
on the obverse, and overall the coin has a pleasing appearance. 
Trends $2,475. 

597 PCGS 1850-C AU 50. A very scarce date that is conditionally scarce 
as well, in AU the '50-C is considered a mid-R.7 issue with an 
estimated 7-8 pieces believed extant. As always, this piece displays a 
central striking weakness, but the surfaces otherwise are bright and 
free from any troubling marks. Trends $3,000. 

598 NGC 1852 MS 60. A number of field marks are seen on each side. 
Slightly soft on the reverse. 

599 NGC 1852 MS 62. Well struck on the obverse with good color and 
luster. 

600 NGC 1853 MS 63. Fully lustrous with a few small luster grazes and 
a couple of minor contact marks. Trends $1,800. 

601 PCGS 1854-C AU 55. Very scarce in AU condition, the 1854-C 
with its mintage of only 7,295 pieces is usually only seen in VF. XF 
coins are rare and only 6-7 AU pieces are believed extant. This piece 
shows little of the planchet flaking that is common to this issue. The 
surfaces are a lustrous reddish-gold and the strike is soft, as usual, 
around the shield on the reverse. Trends $4,000 in AU 50, $14,500 
in MS 60. 


602 NGC 1855 AU 55. Somewhat softly impressed on the highpoints of 
the devices and still showing much of the original luster. A common 
early Coronet quarter eagle. 

603 NGC 1856 AU 55. Well struck except on the eagle's leg, as usual, 
with bright yellow-gold color. 

604 PCGS 1856-0 AU 50. Well struck for the date and the era in which 
it was produced, this piece only shows localized softness on the eagle 
and the obverse is quite well brought up. Slight reddish color is noted 
throughout with bright fields. A scarcer O-mint quarter eagle. Trends 
$2,600. 

605 NGC 1857 AU 53. Boldly struck. 

606 NGC 1857 AU 58. Well defined with good luster and color. There 
are several planchet problems: something adhered to the die causing 
a couple of the upper stars to not be fully brought up, and there are a 
couple of planchet flakes out of the reverse. 

607 PCGS 1857-D AU 55. A very scarce date, but considerably easier to 
locate than most other Dahlonega quarter eagles in choice condition. 
The mintage is impressively low with only 2,364 pieces minted, and 
most examples are well struck with near-complete denticulation, as 
on this piece. Bright surfaces with no mentionable or distracting 
abrasions. Trends $3,600 in AU 50, $10,000 in MS 60. 

608 NGC 1859 AU 58. Close to unc. 


609 NGC 1859 MS 60. Sharply struck with stronger detail on the eagle's 
leg than usual. Attractive color. A scarcer issue in mint state. Trends 
$1,850. 

610 NGC 1859-D AU 50. Rare final year of issue for Dahlonega quarter 
eagles, with as few as 60 pieces estimated to have survived from a 
tiny mintage of 2,244 coins. This is a bright piece that shows several 
small marks peppered across both sides and some striking softness 
noted on the eagle. Trends $7,500. 

611 NGC 1860-S AU 58. A very scarce S-mint quarter eagle that is a 
difficult condition census issue as well. At the AU 58 grade level, 
this piece is in the lower range of the condition census for the issue. 
This is an atypically well struck piece that shows no distracting marks 
and has light yellow-gold color. Trends $1,850 in AU 50, $4,950 in 
MS 60. 

612 NGC 1861 MS 64. Fully struck with rich reddish-orange color that is 
enlivened by a sparkling mint frost that lies just beneath the layers of 
patination. A lovely example of this earlier Coronet quarter eagle. 

613 PCGS 1862-S XF 45. A very rare quarter eagle in all grades, this is 
the first '62-S we have offered in a year, the last one we sold was an 
AU 58 last November. One estimate places the number of survivors 
as high as 50 pieces, but we doubt that many exist. Akers only 
recorded 24 appearances in the 226 auctions he. surveyed for his 
work on the series. This piece is much better struck than the norm 
with only slight softness on the eagle. Quite clean overall and 
showing some slight reddish color throughout. Trends $2,500 in XF 
40, $5,750 in AU 50. 

614 PCGS 1865 AU 55. In terms of both absolute as well as condition 
rarity, the 1865 is one of the outstanding rarities in the Coronet series 
of quarter eagles. Only 1,520 business strikes were originally 
produced and Breen believed them rarer than the proofs of this date, 
of which only 35 were minted. This is a fully struck coin with much 
prooflikene8s still evident in the fields (but definitely not an impaired 
proof). The only mentionable surface flaw is a small dig in the upper 
reverse field. Rich reddish-orange color is interspersed with a steely- 
blue to give the coin an attractive patination. Trends $18,000 in AU 
50, unlisted any finer. 

615 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck. Trends 
$1,800. 

616 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 AU 55. Slight friction, light pinkish color. A 
moderately scarce issue. Trends $305 in AU 50, $1,450 in MS 60. 

617 PCGS 1877 AU 50. Although not quite as scarce as its low mintage 
of 1,632 pieces would indicate, the 1877, is, nevertheless a difficult 
quarter eagle. Most of the survivors are XF or better and many show 
show localized striking weakness. This is a glittering prooflike piece 
with some reddish color and a number of small abrasions scattered 
across both sides. Trends $1,500. 

618 NGC 1878 MS 62. 

619 NGC 1878 MS 65. Bright, lustrous surfaces and a lovely coin 
overall. There is just the slightest bit of localized striking weakness 
on the eagle's left leg, otherwise firmly struck throughout. Rich 
orange-gold color. 

620 NGC 1878 MS 65. Sharply struck with smooth frosted luster that has 
a lovely reddish tinting across both sides. An impressive gem 
example of this popular date in the quarter eagle series. Population: 8 
in 65, 1 finer. 
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621 NGC 1879 MS 62. Full strike. 

622 PCGS 1883 AU 58. Fully struck with superb reddish color and 
prooflike fields. A scarce and popular date with an impressively low 
mintage of only 1,920 pieces. Trends $1,100 in AU 50, $2,800 in 
MS 60. 

623 PCGS 1884 MS 64. Fully struck with clean, problem-free surfaces. 

624 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Good luster. 

625 PCGS 1889 MS 62. Fully lustrous. 

626 PCGS 1889 MS 64. A very flashy coin with bright satiny luster and 
several layers of orange-gold and red coloration. 

627 PCGS 1893 MS 62. 

628 PCGS 1894 MS 62. Scarcer, low mintage issue. Nice color. 

629 PCGS 1901 MS 62. 

630 PCGS 1903 MS 62. Deep coppery-reddish color is noted around the 
peripheries. 

631 PCGS 1903 MS 64. The dominant visual feature on this coin the 
deep, variegated color. 

632 PCGS 1903 MS 66. This is an outstanding type coin whose surfaces 
are nearly flawless and exude a warm satiny luster. The centers are a 
rich orange-gold and are surrounded by a wide band of steely-blue at 
the margins. 

633 PCGS 1904 MS 65. This coin is similar to the 1903 in MS 66 above 
with its clean surfaces and two-toned color scheme. 

634 PCGS 1905 MS 62. Original. 

635 PCGS 1906 MS 62. 

636 PCGS 1906 MS 64. Fully struck with muted satiny luster. Reddish 
color with just a tinge of olive. 

637 PCGS 1907 MS 60.

As always, the strike is mushy in 
the area of the knot in the lower wreath, but otherwise the surfaces 
are remarkably clean for a coin that has 15 points of wear—there are 
no noticeable blemishes anywhere. Attractive reddish color and no 
trace of the prooflikeness often seen. Trends $2,400 in XF 40, 

$5,850 in AU 50. 

NGC 1874 AU 58. A nice, lustrous slider AU that retains almost 
complete mint luster. 

PCGS 1878 AU 53. Much orange-gold color adheres to the surfaces 
and there are noticeable portions of original mint luster still in 
evidence as well. Trends $865 in AU 50. 

PCGS 1883 MS 63. The 1883 has one of the lowest mintages of the 
series with only 900 pieces struck. It is a genuinely rare coin that 
apparently did circulate to some degree as most survivors are XF or 
AU and mint state pieces are quite elusive. This piece shows 
numerous small marks sprinkled over each side that account for the 
grade. The fields do not display the prooflikeness normally seen and 
there is a pronounced reddish tinge to the surfaces. Trends $8,050. 

PCGS 1885 MS 63. An extremely scarce date with a mintage of only 
800 pieces, second lowest in the series. This is a well struck example 
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with flashy prooflike fields and only the most trivial contact marks on 
either side. Trends $8,100. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

669 PCGS 1806 MS 60. Round Top 6. An absolute rarity in mint state, 
this Round Top 6 is somewhat finer than the usually encountered 
high grade example. The strike for one thing is much stronger than 
usual with only slight softness noted on the reverse. Also, there are 
no adjustment marks on either side, as often seen, only a few small, 
scattered abrasions that account for the grade. Trends $6,150. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

670 PCGS 1834 Crosslet 4 AU 50. One of the great rarities among gold 
coins from the 1830s, the Crosslet 4 is easily the rarest of all Classic 
half eagles. Its rarity is, in fact, more similar to the previous two 
designs from 1813-29 and 1829-34 than the Classic series. We have 
not handled a Crosslet 4 in well over a year and do not recall having 
ever seen one in such a high grade. The strike is quite strong and the 
surfaces retain small bite of mint luster here and there and the fields 
are mildly reflective. There are a number of small abrasions scattered 
about, none of which are singularly important. Trends $5,750. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

671 NGC 1844 AU 53. Moderately scarce, this is an attractive coin with 
problem-free surfaces and rich color. 

672 PCGS 1844-C XF 45. Although 23,631 coins were produced of this 
issue, the 1844-C is a scarce date and it is especially difficult in XF 
or better condition. It has been estimated that perhaps no more than 
50-55 coins exist in all grades. This high attrition rate has been 
attributed to the public's growing distrust in Christopher Bechtler's 
gold coins (who had taken to heavy drinking by this time) and the 
halt in production in the Charlotte mint caused by a fire in July of 
1844. As a result, XF coins are considered a Low R.7 item with an 
estimated 11-12 pieces in that grade. This piece is relatively well 
struck considering the mint of origin, and shows light color and a 
few scuffs on each side, none of which are especially severe. Trends

673 NGC 1845 AU 55. Well struck. 

674 PCGS 1846-C XF 45. The 1846-C is unquestionably one of the 
rarest Charlotte half eagles. Only 12,995 pieces were struck and after 
the mint had been closed for a year in 1845, local demand was quite 
heavy and most of the mintage was extensively circulated, making 
high grade pieces (above VF) very elusive. This piece shows the 
characteristic softness on the eagle's feathers normally seen on all 
'46-C half eagles. Otherwise, the surfaces are lightly abraded and 
show rich golden-orange color.

675 PCGS 1850 AU 50. A deceptively difficult issue whose high mintage 
of 64,491 pieces makes the 1850 appear easier to locate than it really 
is. Very difficult above XF, this coin has bright semi-prooflike fields. 
It is well struck on the obverse but somewhat soft on the eagle's 
feathers and has very clean surfaces overall. Trends $2,650. 

676 NGC 1853 XF 45. Somewhat bagmarked. 

677 PCGS 1854-0 AU 55. A much scarcer O-mint five than is generally 
believed and conditionally very difficult above XF with AU examples 
rating a high R.6. This is a charming coin that shows bright prooflike 


fields. It is well struck on the obverse but shows the usual softness on 
the eagle. Trends $2,600 in AU 50, $7,000 in MS 60. 

678 NGC 1855 XF 45. Attractive reddish peripheral color. 

679 PCGS 1856-C XF 45. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 28,457 
pieces struck that is seldom seen finer than VF-XF. Most examples 
are very well struck, but this piece has unusually strong details on the 
hair curls and eagle's leg. Bright, attractive surfaces and a slightly 
finer coin than the Fuller specimen we sold in last summer's ANA 
Sale. Trends $1,850 in XF 40, $3,600 in AU 50. 

680 NGC 1856-S Fine 15. Not an unusually low grade for this scarcer S- 
mint five. There is a curved grease stain (as struck) across much of 
the obverse. Trends $195 in Fine 12. 

681 PCGS 1856-S XF 45. A moderately scarce No Motto half eagle that 
becomes quite elusive and expensive in AU and better grades. This is 
a well struck piece with much reddish color and a couple of small 
field marks above the eagle's beak that distinguish it. Trends $875 in 
XF 40, $3,000 in AU 50. 

682 PCGS 1857 MS 62. A very scarce coin that is seen less often than 
several of the mintmarked dates from the 1840s and '50s. This is a 
sharply defined piece with full mint luster and showing only a few 
scattered marks on each side. Population: 3 in 62, none are finer. 

683 NGC 1858 AU 50. A rare issue and the first in a twenty year run of 
scarce, low mintage half eagles from the Philadelphia mint. This 
date's mintage was a mere 15,136 pieces and it is very elusive in all 
grades, but especially so above XF. This piece shows considerable 
reddish color and the strike is slightly soft in the central portions with 
a few small to medium sized abrasions on each side. Trends $2,200. 

684 NGC 1859 XF 40. A scarce date P-mint half eagle but not an 
expensive one until an AU or better example is sought. Good color 
with an average number of smaller marks. Well struck on the obverse 
but softly impressed on the eagle. Trends $600. 

685 PCGS 1863-S XF 45. A very rare issue in all grades and 
"prohibitively rare above VF" according to Breen. This coin is tied 
with one other piece for third finest known, being bested only by an 
AU 50 and a 58. The fields of this coin show numerous small marks 
and overall the piece has a rich reddish color that is most appealing, 
and the strike is quite bold in all the important areas of the design. 
Trends $4,750 in XF 40, $14,000 in AU 50. 

686 PCGS 1869-S VF 20. This is a fairly typical grade for this scarce 
date with very few pieces known above VF. An original, problem- 
free coin with some reddish color around the devices. Trends $700.

This is a nice coin for the grade 
with no mentionable surface problems. The devices are outlined in a 
deep reddish-russet that gives the coin a look of originality and a 
certain charm.

Unfortunately, they are often 
overlooked, but at the time of their issuance they had a quasi-official 
status and were preferred throughout the South to their Federal 
counterparts. This is a pleasing coin whose main faults seem to lie in 
a long, thin grease stain (as struck) that punctuates the obverse and a 
few wispy marks that are only seen when the coin is angled just so. 
Struck on a slightly buckled planchet (most are), this has caused the 
central details on the obverse to not strike up completely. Altogether 
a pleasing example of this important Southern gold coin. Listed on 
page 262 of the current Guide Book.

1059 PCGS 1854 Liberty Head Octagonal Quarter Dollar MS 64. BG-105, 
R.4. Struck from polished dies, the only ripples in the fabric of the 
coin are where the gold lamination has bubbled up and separated 
from the gold-copper core, a common trait found on approximately 
one-third of Type One Frontier coins. 

1060 PCGS 1853 Liberty Head Octagonal Dollar MS 62. BG-530, R.4. 
Lovely semi-prooflike fields with reddish and olive-green coloration. 
A Nouizillet product that was apparently intended for circulation.

Deeply prooflike on the obverse with heavy frost on the central
